M any states, like Maasa- 
chuBsetts, learned in tim e, what a 
fizzle New Y ork sta te m ade by leg!*, 
lating so th a t it has become almost 
im possible for th e law-abiding citi­ 
zen to buy arm s for legitim ate boms 
protection. O ther states are enacting 
oth er experim ental laws along dif­ 
ferent lines.
